WASHINGTON, Oct. 13—Army 
epgineera ‘here. are studying 
plans presented by South Florida 
interests, to deepen the locks on. 
the St. Lucie catial west ôf Stu- 
art to 12 feet. 

‘The locks at ‘present can ac- 
commogdte vessels drawing six 
feet-Of water, and are a part of 
the St. Lucle-Okeechobee-Caloosa- 
hatchee canal connecting Stuart 
on the east’coast wth Fort My- 
érs on the west coast. Thè canal 
was opened to’ light draft traffic 
last spring. Its general depth is

CHRISTIAN ‘WORDS AND 
WORKS 


By S. B. JORDAN 


Golden Text—“Lety no corrupt 
commynication proceed out of your 
mouth,” Eph. 4:29. 

Our first two * lessons of the 
quarter taught us that we became 
God's adopted song by believing 
‘on Jesus Christ whom God sent in- 
to the world, and that the“Father 
circumscribed these sons of his 
with a’ plan to keep them one and 
all to the end of time—“it is not 
the will of God that any be lost. 
We saw, that it was net merely 
God's will that operates to keep 
us but also his love so deep that it 
is beyond our comprehension. 

But the child of God must not be! 
satisfied with being a son and be- 
ing kept. He must be thinking 
how he may become more like’ his 
Father and this involves his con- 
duct. It is not enough to bear the 
Image of one's fathd but he 
‘should beʻlike him’ in ‘ideals and 
character; be ye therefore perfect 
as your heavenly Father is per- 
tèt” . 

James who wrote the text of our 
Jesson-wiis a man of most practica? 
ideas about.the Christian life and 
duties, He was an apostle- of pro- 
gress and work rather than Chris- 
tian dogmatism. The message 
here covers two topics, Christian 
words and Christian works, , He 
saw what we all`see today, the 
netd of more who will live and act 
out, Christianity. 

CHRISTIAN WORDS —"Be not 
many masters” said James, mean- 
ing that not too, many should be 
teachers. Isabel was loaded with 
Rabbis but there were few living 
up to their complicated teachings. 
Christianity must be different, it 
must’ show mare ‘followers „living 
out.in"every'day life its teachings. 
The teachers had always been 
condemned. For centuries Isracl 
had slain the prophets and teach- 
;.the Greeks had put:to death 
ir great ‘teacher, Socrates; the 
Jews put to death John the Bap- 
tist, Jesus and Paul for what they 
taught.rather. than for the why’ 
they lived.” “For in many“ things 
wes offend alls’ It seems: that 
James*had sensed the danger of 
ob lip 
religion in spite of the teachi of 
Jesus that the hour had for 
when men must worship the Fath- 
er in spirit arid truth” 
The Christian tongue must „be 
a controlled tongue and a. moder- 
ate tongue. With all the great 
liberties a child of God is endowed 
heis certainly not given the liberty 
f being loose with his tongue. 
Paul puts an additional “ban . on 
tongues when he calls upon the 
women of the church to keep sil- 
ence. James points out the great 
danger of starting a conflagra- 
tion by the tncontrolied tongue. 
“And the tongue is a fire” Cer- 
tainly the misuse’of-the tongue bas 
started destructive hatreds that 
have spelled disaster ard ruin in! 
many churches and set- progress 
back for decades. The nations! 
might find world peace more easily 
if our statesmen were more carefùl 
with their unbridled tongues. 
James is very severe on tongue: 
‘And it is set on fire of hell 
“The tongue can no man tame; it|| 
is an unruly evil, full of deadly 
poison.” But it is-often true that 
our best things can become ourl 
worst enemies. -The tongue is one 
of God's most blessed gifts and 
powers for good. By the preach- 
ing Of the Gospel men aré saved 
and the world is directed.
